The Universal Gurette atates that arising out

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THE GOVERNMENT AND MR. 
OSBORNE.

(Daily Press, 10th August.) 

It will have caused no astonishment that 
Mr. E.Ossorneat the meeting of the Savitary 
Board on the 8th inat, should have objected 
to the form of the statement in reply to his 
question as to how fur the recommendations 
of the Board in certain matters bud been 
carried out, or that |e should have said the 
statement would convey absolutely nothing 
to the public. Nor can Mr. Cuaruam’s 
explanation that the reply furnished to Mr. 
OSBORNE was @ statement of the matter in 
a condensed form be deemed satisfactory. 
It may well be asked what reason the 
Government has for withholding from the 
Bourd, and therefore from the public, the 
actual statement drawn up by the Medical 
Officer of Health and the Secretary of the 
Boar, This statement has, it seems, been 
drawn up in response to the request. Why 
then has it been kept secret ? It is not pre- 


“sumably to save the public the trouble of 


“sitting down and wading through pages 
of extracts,” for this is not a reason for 
foisting off on the Board the ridiculous 
condensation offered to them on Thursday. 
We hold different views from Mr. CHATHAM 
as to the amount of interest which the 
public takes in sanitary affairs. We do not 
say that a proper return, suchas Mr.Osporne 
asked for, would be carefully read even by 
the majority of the public, but we do main- 
tain that a large number of persons, not the 
less interested in the welfare and health of 
the Colony in that they donot hold posts under 
Government, would have read the return, 
however many extracts of Sanitary Board 
minutes and recommendations were included 
in it; and had Mr. Osporne’s wish for 
parallel columns, showing the whole list of 
recommendations of the Board for the past 
ten years and the list of those that have 
been given effect to, been gratified, not only 
would the document have heen received wit 
general interest, but the Government. case 
would either have been substantiated —-or it 
would not. The Government now has in ils 
jou the statement of Dr. CLrarx and 

r. Woopcock. The Sanitary Board has 
sent in a request: for its publication. We 
do not see how the Government can refuse, 
without incurring the damaging charge of 
suppressing evidence. [Un the memorandum 
on the Petition, which we have lately had 
from the pens of Messrs. Stewart Locx- 
HART, CHATHAM, and May, imputations 
were made against the Sanitary Beard; in 
fact, that body was far more “ damned "--to 
use Mr. May's expression—in the memor- 
andum than it ever has been by any other 
criticism. To suppress its defence would 
be grossly unfair, but would result in 
“damning” the Government. fur more than 
the Board. 

It. seems to be a favourite theory in cer- 
tain official circles that the recent petition 


to the Eecretary of State for the Colonies 


was signed by a mass of innocent, un- 
suspicious, but rather ignorant, residents, 
led away by the sophistries of a few ayitators, 
who were unscrupulous in the use they 
made of quotations from official documents 
and reckless in their statements. Such a 
theory, though an insult to the intelligence 
of the mass of the community, certainly is 
an unexpected tribute to the influence of 
the organisers of the petition, We are 
sure, however, that the latter make no 
claims to such powers as seem to be attri- 
buted to them. The question of sanitary 
reform in Hongkong has forced itself to he 
front owing to the natural course of events ; 
the movement has not been engineered.

‘The 
Government apologists recognise this as 
well as anyone, and therefore have thrown 
up, as it were, a triple line of de- 
fence against. outside attack. They have 
alleged the concent, opposition to re- 
form, firat of the Unofficial Members of 
the Legislative Council, and secondly of the 
public Press. Beyond this they are willing 
to take refuge in the plea that the Sanitary 
Board is inefficient. We have dealt. with 
the Government's reply already, and need not 
spend further time over it. But we should 
hke to point out that it is no new discovery 
that the Board is inefficient. This has been 
maiutained in the Press for years, and for 
this reason we have constantly urge] that 
the Board should be reorganised und made 
a responsible hody, in place of a mere debat- 
ing socjety. The Government's champions, 
who are also members of the Sanitary 
. have probably their own theory as to 
in spite of their own presence, the 
Board has been able to do so little. Cerfaiu. 
other members have the courage to court 
enquiry, The Board may have been ineffici- 
ent through its own fault or because its 
suggestions were not accepted. The facts 
are all to be had for the seeking. A  state- 
ment intended to elucidate the question has 
been prepared by two members who have 
been deemed suitable for the purpose. — It 
rests with the Government to make the 
statement common property, if its desire to 
clear the matter up is genuine. 


THE INTERNATIONAL 
SITUATION.

The lesson to be learned from the Boer 
War is apparently that, even beyond the 
wildest estimates, modern war 14 an expen- 
sive business ; and this seems to have made 
some impression even amongst the most 
bellicose of the European Powers. Russia 
with her usual instincts of bluff bas been 
trying to turn the position to her own 
advantage, but recently her ideas seem to 
have go far expanded that she finds that 
the suspicions of the other Powers are 
being aroused as to ber real intentions. 
At all events there seems to be a more 
friendly disposition existing uwinung the 
westerly governinents, and affairs arc being 
discussed on the whole with a better feeling 
and more mutual goud-will than at any 
time during the last three vears. This is 
to some extent foreshaduwed in the forma- 
tion at last, after many delays, of a practical 
code of arbitration at the Hague, and 
although it is not at all hkely that any 
nation will before the millenntum be pre- 

red to submit any vital question to its 
judgment, there are almost daily little 
differences to decide, which without pre- 
judice the countries concerned may submit 
to the Court when once they are convinced 
that it intends to act on impartial lines. 
Ag in railway and banking affairs a multi- 
tule of petty questions are always left to 
the respective clearing-hoyses to decide, so 
it is quite possible that “itbout assuming 
to be an authoritative body, there are 
multitudes of petty questions, which if 
neglected might lead to grave misunder-

standings, yet by passing through this 
international clearing-house may be made 
reducible to order and reason. 

We only look, however, to the succesful 
formation of the court as an indication that 
a better understanding is about, and an 
earnest that a better feeling has come to 
exist, which affords some prospect that i 
nation will, for the present at least, wilfully 
disturb the peace of the worl]. There are 
of course grave dangers ahead ; one of these 
is the disturbed state of Russia, and the 
fact that not a few of her statesmen would 
willingly plunge the Empire into war in the 
hope of thereby fastening on it a despotism 
already unbearable. Such statesmen existed 
round Napo.ron III in France, whose 
deliberately expressed policy was. that with- 
out a war every\ four years the country 
must lapse into a state of internal anarchy. 
In France in 1870, as in Russia in 1901, 
the Emperor, nominally autocratic, was too 
weak to enforce his own ideas, and _per- 
mitted himself to be guided by the loudest- 
mouthed of his ministers. But there is felt to 
be another source of danger; in Austro-Hun- 
gary the Emperor Francis Josepu, a cou- 
stitutional monarch of a very different type, 
has by a wise knowledge of the needs of Bis 
people so guided the internal affairs of his 
somewhat incongruous Empire that Austro- 
Hungary has on more than one occasion 
heen a guarantee of the peace of Europe. 
The Emperor has, however, reached the 
allotted period of human life, and~ unfor- 
tunately Jeaves no direct heir, and therg isa 
fear that the elements of discord kept in 
abeyance through his personal influence for 
so many, years nay after his decease break 
out Lee These are real dangers which it 
behoves the statesmen of Europe to guard 
agninst, and there is no doubt that. the 
knowledge gnined of the enormous expense 
and waste of modern war hag had a 
salutary influence in inducing caution. 
Seen in this light the recent display of 
Russia in the harbour of Varna bas an 
unpleasant aspect, as an indication of the 
old. habit of seeking to meddle in every 
trouble. The Balkan States, always dis- 
contented as the result of past misgovern- 
ment, were well content to settle down as 
useful members of the European family ; 
and if the visit of the Cirand Duke 
ALEXANDER MIKHAILOVITCH were merely 
intended to emphasise this desire, her neigh- 
bours could lock on the affair not only with 
complacence but with pleasure. ofor- 
tunately Russia has exhibited so frequently 
her insatinble avidity for turning every 
little difference to unworthy ends, that she 
cannot be surprised if she should now be 
looked upon with suspicion. The visit of 
the Grand Duke tu Varna, natural enough 
in itself, would not have excited suspicions 
had it been made by any other Ps eat: 
Russia has herself only to thank for the 
difference, and at atime when there is an 
evident desire on the part of the other 
Powers to avoid unnecessary occasions of 
misunderstanding, it was to say the least a 
misfortune on the part of Russia to make 
her private friendship the occasion for a 
display sv capable of misconception. Russia 
is in fact playing a davgerous game; and 
the events of 1870 ought to be a warning 
that unprovoked aggression is apt to meet 
with condign punishment. er policy 
with regard to China has not conduced to 
allay the suspicions of the world, and the 
very evident desire of an important section 
of her politicians to play in 8t. Petersburg 
the part of the reactionary party in Peking, 
and paralyse an Emperor who, if nally 
weak, yet has the best interests of the State 
at heart, ia an unpleasant feature of the new

SUBMARINE WARSHIPS. 


eS ige oe 
(Daily Preex, 12th August.) 

The British Naval Mancwuvres, which have 
just ended, are possibly the last in which 
the submarioe will have no allotted share. 
As is well known, four of these boats, 
improved Hollands, are to be finished this 
autumn, and at once experimented with. 
The striking success achieved by subinersible 
boats in the recent French Naval Evolu- 
tiuus is at once a serious warning and a 
valuable object lesson. Reuten's words 
were: “They approached the squadron un- 
suspected, pussed the entire line, tor;edoed 
the ironclada, and escaped unobserved and 
unscathed.” No doubt the very best condi. 
tions prevailed —for the submarine. It is 
well-nigh inconceivable, had the conditions 
of actual combat been observed, that any- 
thing resembling such complete annihilation 
would have occurred : the deed, however, 1s 
exactly paralleled by the success of the 
destrover in the manauvres not long ago 
coucluded in the Mediterranean by the two 
sections of Admiral Sir John Fisher's 
command. ‘“ Unsuspected and unobserved " 
cannot mean other than total submersion 
at an appreciable depth, and for a distance 
of some iniles: and when this takes place, 
the speed, at no time great, is materially 
lessened. It also implies that all offensive 
movements were entirely dependent on the 
revelations of the periscope, that crab-like 


eye projecting from the sunken boat to the 


sea-surface. In a glass-like sea, this visual 


apparatus, flouting -on the water, would 
accurately fix the relative positions of every 
object within a limited radius: but in lumpy, 
choppy seas, its circle of sight would cone 
tinually vary, and be constantly cut off and 
interfered with. Like the whale, the sub-. 
marine must come to the top oteasionally, 
thus revealing its whereabouts. Once its 
presence is. detected, or even divined, tho 
periscope, which is a delicate piece of optical 
mechanism, would run great dauger of being 
amashed or pat out of gear, not merely from 

y struck by hurtling missiles, but 


shot and bursting shell. Imme:liately 


Aiving 
this happens, the submarine, below water, 


would be hopelessly crippled, as harmlesa 


as Po.ypuemus blinded, and must perforce 


rise to the surface to take new bearings. 


The actual danger of three or four sub- 


marines in real. as opposed to mimic, war- 
fare is, in the opinion of not a few naval 
experts, highly problematical, because the 
risks they themselves run are very many. 
The ait effect of such engines ‘of destruc- 
tion would he undoubtedly great. In a 
harbour or other confined space, their 
offensive value would be largely onhanced. 
Admiral Dewer has stated that a couple of 
submarines on the Spanish side, in the 
fateful fight of Manila Bay, would have 
hampered him considerably. In the report, 
published by our Admiralty in August, 
1899, giving thea composition of the flects 
of the aeven yreat naval powers, 
France alone was indicated a3 constructing 
this type of boat, aud she then’ had nine of 
them either finished or on the stocks. [na 
similar report, dated December, 1900, France 
appears with vighteen, and the United 
States with seven. We now know that Russia 
is yoing ta construct vessels of this type. 
It will not be uninteresting to look a* the 
subsequent progress of the submarine in 
the French navy, as revealed in the columns 
of La Ligue Maritime Frangaire —the 
analogue of ourpwn Navy League Journal 
—for March-April-May of this year. Three 
aubmarines, of different types, were boing 
constructed, all three destined for experi- 
nent only. They were not to figure iu tha 
schedule of new constructions. Twenty 
others, of an approved and satisfuctorily 
tested model, were to be undertaken almost 
immediately. This large ‘addition would 
more than double the French list of ‘this 
class uf boat. At the time, they had fourteco, 
either in actual commission or in_ their 
yards, to wit, four that had completed their 
trials, the Gymmnote, Morae, Guatave-Zédé and 
Narval; two, the Francais and Alg¢rian, 
almost completed ; and eight put on the 
stocks by M. pe Lannssan, of which 
four — Farfudet, Gnome, Korrigau,and Lutin 

building at Rochefort, are improved 
Morsea: while four others —Siréne, Triton, 
Silure aud Espadon -laid down at Cher- 
bourg, are Narrala. The construction of 
this tiny vessel is rapid; so that, in 1 few 
months at most, the French will be the 
proud and enviable possessors of a formid- 
able flotilla of no less than thirty-seven 
submarines. It is instructive to note that 
in the second competition instituted by the 
Ligue Maritime Frangaiee, the’ fieat of the 
subjects proposed was: ‘The*ufilization of 
flotillas of torpedy-bouts and-atelnarines for 
the defence of the colonies. ‘:Competitors 
had to assume, as the basis of their theses, 
anwar with a great naval power—presum- 
ably Great Britain—and to examine the 
military requirements of the colonies which 
would be unable to resist the onset of an 
active enterprising foe. They had also to 
discuss such indispensible uccessories as 
floating docks, worksh for repairs, 
munition-stores, etc. anonymously 


given prize of 500 francs was offered for 
the best essay. Qn the Ist of May, the 
limit fixed for the reception of these essays, 
eleven competitors had entered. This 
clearly shows that our Gallic neighbours 
are lenving no stone uxcurned in their eager, 
ptaiseworthy, patriotic endenvours to in- 
crease the efficiency and striking power of 
their fleet. The function of the submarine, 
in the rough and tumble of real naval 
warfare, is as yet theoretical. In the hands 
of a desperate, hard-pushed opponent, it 
might presumably wreak fearful havoc: on 
the contrary, it may prove a modified 


failure. As the preeminent naval power, it- 


behoves us to be,in the very forefront of 
experiment, a; gauge exactly the offen- 
sive worth, of every type of vessel which our 
gallant first line of defence may be called on 
to meet. 


PUBLIC SPEAKING AND INTER- 
- NATIONAL BOLITICS. 


NEN SEES 
(Daily Prese, 18th August.) 

The risk of international complications. is 
very much increased by the greater attention 
which is now apparently paid to public 
speeches, whet:er they be delivered before 
or after dinner. Speech-making, as far ns 
we know, is not a habit, which in itself has 
spread in recent years. Complimentary 
banquets and public ceremonials have always 
been stented by oratorical displays, and 
the ability or inclination for addressing a 
dinner-party or a crowd has marked num- 
berless men in the past. Unfortunately or 
fortunately —as it may be held—the practice 
of recording such speeches bas not prevailed 
until quite récent times. It is the outcome, 
indeed, of journalism, and to journalism and 
telegraphy together must be ascribed the 
apparent importance attained by the speech- 
mkee Even within the past rie years the 
competition of the newspaper trade has led 
to the regult that many speeches which 

might otherwise have been left to the local 

journals, with a bare record elsewhere of 
their occurrence, are tow known almost all 

over the world, it may be said, within a 

very short time from their delivery. Thus 

the orator has widened his appeal and the 
aftercaliiner speaker must remember that 
hig remarks will reack those who have not 
partaken of the same dinner with him and 
will look the more coldly on what he says. 
The subject of the fictitious importance 
which is attached to utterances on convivial 

and ceremonial occasions is suggested by a 

discussion which has arisen over a remark 

made. by ‘General Sir ALFrep GasELEE at 
a tiffin given in his honour Y the branch of 
* the Ohina Association at Kobe. General 

GasgELEE ea‘d that “we should never have 

effected the relief of the Peking Legations

—a remark which seems harmless enough 


in itself, but which has called down on the 
speaker's. head some irate comments from 
non-Britieh residents in Japan. By ‘‘ we”

a meanings can be extracted by the 
critics from utterances prompted merely by 
some special event. .We have been reading 
in the home papers of the “great” motur- 
esr race from Paris to .Berlin. As the 
y-aner, @ Frenchman, arrived nt hia des- 
tination, remarkable scenes occurred, French 
flags waved beside German, and bands 
played the “ Marseillaise.” Certain minor 
German celebrities then proceeded to 
improve the occasion by expatiating on the 
friendship between France and Germany 
and apparently got themselves taken 
seriously. At any rate, the newspapers have 
commenced tg discuss the chances of a 
Franco-German rapprochement and the 
influence which such an event. would have 
on the politics of Europe. This is, indeed, 
a curious result from a little gush over a 
motor-car victory! We do not lose sight 
of the fact that Count von WaLDERSEE 
also paid his tribute to the Great French 
Natign, or that his sovereign earlier still 
made one of his remarkable spesches over 
the closer union between France and 
Germany owing to their soldiers fighting 
side by side in China. But, had not M, 
Fourniek won the motor-race and the 
Duke of Ratisor been effusive over his 
victory, it is certain that we should never 
have had all this discussion about political 
changes. The German Emperor in his 
capacity of orator has been particularly the 
victinr of the exaggerating critics. In fact 
so much has he suffered at their hands 
that his printed speeches qre now all, it 
would appear, personally edited in the 
manner in which certain Hongkong speakers 
would have tleir speeches brought out. 
Really, in many ways, an extension of this 
system would be excellent. The speaker 
could then alwaya address to his particular 
audience the remarks which -he wished to 
make at the moment, while his words to the 
world would be sach as he ought to have 
spoken or as it would haye been expedient 
for him to have spoken. ‘The only other 
way to avoid the complications which may 
arise out of individual utterances is for the 
public generally not to attach undue im- 
eet to remarks either after dinner or 

fore, at motor-car racos, out of railway- 
carriage windows, or elsewhere. This is 
the simpler golution of the difficulty. There 
is, however, no likelihood of its adoption. 
The spoken word, especially when translated 
into print, has a uliar potency. He 
must be a painfull epeaker who cannot 
increase his apparent value in the eyes of 
the world when he stands up to speak.

Sir, -As members of the Sub-Committees ; 
uppointed at a meeting of the Committee held 
on the 17th December last, we have the bonour 
to report that we have altogether received 515 — 
applications for relief, and that we havo after 
investigation dealt with them in the best way 
we could. In some cases the sufferers received | 
as much as 50 per cent. ef their losses, whilst 
in others the amounts paid varied from 15 per 
cent. to 30 per cent. Out of the sum of 
826,129.00 subscribed by the Europeans and 
Chinese, we have paid away 825,204.40, leaving 
a balance of $924.60 to be dealt with. 

Qur best thanks are doo to Messrs. Lau 
Yam Tstin, Li San Hin, Pun Tez Wan, Un Lai 
Chun. Tam Tse Kong, Au In Tin, Chao Sin

Addressing the membors of the Committee, 
His ExceLLeNcy recalled to their minds the 
terrible typhoon of 9th November last year, 
and went on to say that from a launch he 
riewed the scene of desolation on the following 
morning, and thug gained an idea of its 
{errible severity. As all knew, hundreds of 
junks and sampans and many steam launches 
were sunk, and hundreds of lives lost. On 
returning to shore, His Excellency sent to the 
directors of the Tung Wa Hoapital to ascertain 
do something to meet the im- 
mediate distress, asking them to meet him 
in consultation. He found, however, he hed 
been forestalled—that they had alreaily sent 
out two launches, with every requisite for the 
assistance of the suffering, and with orders for 
the collection of the dead for buria!. It was 
only fair, His Excellency said, that this sotion 
should be known aod approcister as it ought to 
be. Continuing. he said that at a public meet- 
ing held very soon afterwards—a meeting which 
was attended by all classes and every nationality 
in the colony—there was collected, as the Hon. 
‘Treasnrer had shown. a sam of 828,450.21. That 
money had been received practically between the 
3rd aud the 22nd of December, and the fact 
served to show the readiness with which the 
community of the Colony were always prepared 
to come forward and help ‘when satistied that 
real necessity exiated. - veryone—Enropeans, 
Chinese, and othera—joined heart and soul in 
trying to reliove the distress. ‘The distribution 
funds was handed over to a Sub- 
Committee consisting of Mr. Fang Wa Chuen, 
Mr. Ho Fook, and Mr. Loo Kuen Ting, and 
when it was geen and realised how immense 
was the latour involved, and how great was 
the care expended in the distribution of the 
money, the thanks of the whole community 
would be tendered to the members of the Suab- 
Committee. They had gone carefally into 537 
cases, and the amount granted ranged from 
82) up to $250; for every sum disbursed, too, a 
voucher was given. Thanks were als due to the 
Hon. Treasurer, Sir Thomas Jackson, for 
consenting to take charge of tho Fund, and 
for all he had done in the matter. At the 
present moment there wasa balance remaining of 
83,327.67. The three gentlemen whqse names

report, und His Excellency thorougbly con- 
carred with them in their statement that the 
best thanks were due to the Is numbor: of 
Chinese gentlemen who had lent their assistance 
in the distribution of the Fand.

It might fairly b3 
that the directors would do what was 
right in\the matter. His Excallency then rv- 
ferred td the disastrous collapsa of houses in 
‘Coc Street, and informed the meeting that 
he had just returned from visiting the scane of 
the accident and the Government Civil Hospital. 
When he left, ten dead bodies had been ra- 
vovered and twanty-three injured paoale taken 
out of the fallen iason The polica and fire 
brigade were working as hard as they could, 
under circumstances of considerable danger, for 
the adjoining houses were in a most unsife state, 
Unfortunately the exact number of cawalties 
ould not at present be ascartained, but it was 
feared that many more persons were buried in 
the debris. It was, however, possible that there 
might be recovered some who were yat alive. 
The injured people iu hospital were io such a 
state that nothing could be learned from them, 
but it was certain that after such a calamit 
there would be found people who had lost all 
means of livelihood. Under these circumstances 
His Excellency suggested that the Sub-Com- 
mittee, who had done so admirably already, 
might kindly undertake to retain the bilanca 
of the Typhoon Fund and render assistanca to 
the sufferers in the threa disasters he had ma2n- 
tioned or in any other case that might be brought 
to their notice. He would ba grateful person- 
ally if this were dons. Hedid not know if it 
was necessary to make a formal resolution on the 
point. They had come there to close the Fand, 
and it was only necessary to closa it; and he 
asked those gentlemen of the Sub-Committea 
to undertake the further distribution in the 
interest of charity. 

Mr. Funa Wa CHuen—Your Excalleucy, 
we are perfectly willing to undertake this 
farther duty and to look into thea whole mitter. 
I have been requested by the Chinese to tender 

& to your Excellency and to the Europaan com- 
munity their warmest thanks for the handsome 
donations given to the Fund. We are also 
indebted to Sir Thomas Jackson, the hon. 

treasurer, who has taken a great deal of 
trouble in connection with this wock, aud to 
all who have assisted in carrying it out. 

Sir THomas Jacksun—Your Excellency, 
I think it is very desirable that the Typhoon 
Fund should be closed, and I bag to move 
accordingly. The remaining balance just 
mentioned should be handed over to the three 
gentlemen on the Sub-Committes, with a re- 
quest that they distribute it amongat the 
necessitous cases which have just been discussed.

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DISASTROUS COLLAPSE OF 
HOUSES IN COCHRANE STREET. 


a 

On Wednesday night, tho 14th inst. at 
about 10.45 p.m, the residents in the 
vicinity of Cochrane Street wera startled by a 
deafeniug crash. Th? cine of this proved to be 
the callapsa of hons33 No. 32 and 34, Cochrane 
Strest, and the falting in of the front of 
No.3). The two hoases which collapsed fall for- 
ward, and in thair fall dimaged tha baildings 
opposits, smashing the verandahg, etc. 

Immadiately a crowd gathered and the scane 
following until the arrival of the polics was 
indescribable. Basides tha usnil mob of the 
meraly curious, there were numerons relatives 
of the residants or boardors—any of tha hous: 
having b7en an eating houss—who were sup- 
posed to ba baried baaeath th» ruins. The 
shrieks aud groans of tha unfortunate paople 
beneath the d:bria minglel with tha wails 
of ths relitives standing outsida and tha 
shouts of the onlookera. Imm>liataly after 
the collapse, flam3ss burst from ths ru‘nel 
heap, adding to the terror and confnsion. 

The police and Fire Brigade were ss0n on 
the spot, and tha first efforts wara devoted 
to putting out the conflagration. The fire was 
soon got under control. Som: of the baama 
and woodwork in falling wera upheld on 
one side by a large ston; support that had 
slightly separated itsalf from tie adjoining 
houss, forming an arch. This saved at 
least twenty-thre: lives besides two man 
who aunaide! foresd their way through this 
arch while every on3 was eagagalin soblaing 
the fire. 

The grosus and shrieks emanating from ths 
ruins were heart-rending, and among them one 
coald distinguish the pitiful wail of a child, 
which I:ter on was taken out, dead. It was 
said that there were saventy-five people occupy- 
ing the two ill-starred honses at the tima of the 
collapse. Many passera-by were also buried 
under the d*bris as tha building fell outward. 

The firs once nader control, thy man of tha 
Fire Brigade worked thair hardest to snccour the 
victims, and sneczeded in rescuing daring the 
night twenty-three persons, among whom wars 
saveral women and children, alive. Twn of the 
number were asariously hart ani conveyed 
to the hospital, whilst thirtsen recaiving only 
slight injuries, and baing in fact more frighten- 
ed than hurt, were taken t> tha Central Police 
Station and kept thore till yesterday forenoon.

untary assistsnc3 rendered by Privates Walker 
and Gaunt, of the 38th Co. 8.D., R.A., who 
indeed did more than ysomin service in 
rescuing the suffering and were responsible for 
the saving of a number of lives.

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THE OFFICIAL EXPLANATION. 

' 'Phe explanation uf the Government to the 
public Petition is contained in a Memorandum 
tigned: by the joint authors, the Hon’bles 
J. H. Stewart Lockhart, W. Chatham and 
F. H. May. Although he comes last, Mr. May 
is not the least of these three brethren. In 
fact, it is generally claimed that Mr. May is 
the sole author of the Memorandum. Mr. 
Chathum is responsible for the Enclosure A on 
“Measures to give effect to Mr. Chadwick's 
recommendations of 1882.—Worka,” and Mr. 
May is dnewerable fur the Enclosure B on 
“ Measures to give effect to Mr. Chadwick's 
recommendations of 1882,—Legislation.” The 
Hon. the Colonial Secretary was appar- 
ently editor-in-chief and revised the MSS. of 
the two contributors,;-and toned. down their 
adjectives, &c. Without destroying their iden- 
tity, in the interests of truth he might well 
have uaed the blue pencil a little more. 

Practically the line of defence of the Govern- 
ment has been {o show that Mr. Chadwick's 
recommendations of ]882 have been carried out 
almost in their entirety. The Governmentis psin- 
fully awnre that the sction of the Petitioners in 
praying for the appointment of a Commiasion, to 
be accompanied by an Expert, isa scathing im- 
plication that either the last Expert's recom- 
mendations have been ignored or have not been 
fully carried ont. although the Government 
has had nineteen years at ita disposal, 
In fact the Petitioners qavte numerons in- 
stances to show they have not been carried 
out, and that the Government has ignored 
instead of anticipating and overtaking the 
sani needs of the colony. It is the 
statement of three Officials against that of the 
Petitioners, whose strength lies in the fact 
that their accuracy is officially confirmed 
hy quotations from departmental reports. 
It is therefore possible that if Mr. Cham- 
berlain is scripturally minded—though onr 
Continental friends inform us he is not—he 
will apply to our Government the parable of 
the unjust stewards. It is quite conceivable 
that he may be reluctant to sanction the expense 
of sending out a Commission with another 
Expert to see what the Government has done 
for this colony during the last nineteen years 
and how it has carried out Mr. Chadwick's 
recommendations. He might justly say “Take 
two more decades, thou good and faithful 
servants, and—think over them.” 

It is, however, unfortunate that such a 
well deserved rebuke may not be administered, 
as the colony cannot wait for the Official fulfil. 
ment of obligations. Ifthe colony was solely 
to depend on the efforts of its local Officials to 
put it into that state of modern sanitation ite 
condition demands —~ judging from the pace of 
past improvements—the now prosperous island 
would become depopulated and sink into obscurity, 
giving place to the new and powerful rivals 
sprinying up around it. Hongkong would go 
the way of ancient Rome, though allowing for 
the glamour surrounding deparfed greatness, 
we must admit that Roman municipal admini- 
stration as exemplified in its public baths, roads, 

cloaca, etc., was certainly in advance of that

Turning to the blue-bodk lat us consider after 
Mr. May's opening, Mr. Chatham's Momoran- 
dum. Our Acting Director of Public Works 
eudeavours to show, very hilf-heartedty it ix true. 
that his departmont has practica!ly acco:nplished 
everything Mr. hadwick recommended it to 
d>, Sine: then, I suppose, it has slnmbared on 
its lanveia, It has built waterworks, drains 
and markets, and no one will deny that the 
Pahlic Works Depirtment has accomplished 
much since Mr. Chadwic first aroused it. 
Tha money has been forthcoming and most 
people are prepared to carry out dnties when 
the wherewithal is provided. the faults the 
community find with the P.W.D. are that it has 
not done enouzh for tha money it hai spent, and 
it has not always done the work in the way it 
should have baen done, and it has alse left un- 
done many things which it onght to have done. 
Mr: Chatham writes exultingly about his 
walerworks—on. the island; h+ is strangely 
silant about Kowloon. Hoa emphiasises the fact 
that over two millions have bean spent on 
waterworks since 1843. Well, most people 
will fail-to see what the figures have to do with 
it, unless he wishes to ba congratulated on 
economy, which is unlikely. The community 
provided the money, and have the right to 
expect the service ; fuiling that they would have 
provided waterworks themselves to their own 
profit, us at Shaughai. Turn to Kow- 
foon, and let Mr. Chatham ask himself if he 
can conscientiously rejoice over the wretchedly 
inadequate and dangerons system there, Far- 
thermore, will Mr. Chatham be pared ‘to 
state to the Expert that the sy-tem in Hong- 
hong is now fully sufficient and there is no 
danger of a water famine? Why. we have 
not got half enough water to keep this colony 
in au efficient sanitary condition. 

Then Mr.Chatham tellsnsaboutdrainage. Now 
in these matters of Public Works, Mr. Chatham, 
unlike his two confreres, understands what he 
is discussing. He is an engineer, and an able 
all-round man, whose opinion is much respected 
by lis local uuofficial professionals. He does 
not a{tempt to discusa the Police, nor tell the 
Attorney-General that ho is mis‘aken iu his 
law ; le doas not even reprove the Medical Officer 
of Health on plagua raports, nor show the 
Colonial Treasurer how to add up figures, He 
“sticks to his last." and tie only regret the 
community will have is that he allowed himself 

‘ina moment of weakness to figure ae a ranitare 
Sincho Panza to his collesgua tl: .. . of 
Police. ‘The misfortune of ties PWD. is that 
the Government hay never allowed it to hava 
half enough men to do the work demanded 
rom it. 

In referriug to the drainage of the colony, 
Mr. Chatham had to consider that. as acti ig 
head of the P.W.D., he held a brief for the 
Government. He has therefors sought to prove 
that the present system is as Mr. Chadwick 
recommended it should be, throwing the onus 
of any shortcomings on the Expert; and 
further that the Government has dons its ut- 
most to make the drainage as perfect as possible. 
Mr. Chatham is an interested witness, and Iris 
testimony must suffar on that account. Against 
his statement we have tho signatures of 
eleven local civil engineers, men of high 
ability and of much local experience, who 
have endorsed the Petition which says that 
Mr. Chadwick's recommendations have uot 
been fully carried out; that his designs have 
been tampered with; that the Government has 
not done everything it shoul! have done, and 
also that the present system is unsuitable (as 
was found to ba the case in Bombay) to the place 
and the community. 

It is twelve years sinco Mr. Chadwick was 
last here, which is ample time to play ducks 
aud drakes with his recommeudations, and 
although Mr. Chatham discoarses fluently to 
show that Mr. Chadwick approved of Mr. 
Cooper's methods, he do3s not answer the 
charge of the Petitioners, namely that “ the 
separate s;stem" intreduced by Mr. Cooper 
“is without the safezuards Mr. Chadwick 
recommended, viz. abcoidant water supply, 
flushing tanks at the head of each draiuaxe 
valley, pumping stations at each end of the 
city to relieve the iutercepting main drain and 
throw the sewage into the sea well clear of the 
city.” Mr. R. K. Leigh, in his able report of 
1888, ssid “ the proposed scheme of drainage, as 
desoribed in the report undre consideration

Mr. May.in his Memorandam, dealing with the 
samo subject, characterises the above statement 
about there baing “no flashing arrangemante ™ 
asuntrue. His reason for this is that Mr. Cooper 
in 1891 reported “that the sewerage works iu 
the High Level District had been completed 
with manholes. ventilators and flushong arrange- 
ments.” Tho“ flushing arrangements” Mr. May 
alludes to are somsawhat different to those 
referred to by the Petitionars. Thesa wonder- 
fal flushing arrangements of Mr.. Cooper's 
(which on sanitary grounds are condemned) 
seldom act. bacause there is not usaally suffici- 
ent water at the Peak to fill them—as a 
rule half a dozen coolies are requisitioned 
to pour water down the drains. Mr. KR. 
K. Leigh, who ia 189 reported on the Peak 
Drainage. referred to this danger. At the 
meeting of the Sanitary Board on 3Jth May. 
191, two proposals were made hy the Medical 
Officer of Health to meot the want of flushing 
tha sewers and drains. This does nat tastify 
much to the value of the present wonderful 
automatic flashers. 

Therefore, if.as Mr. May alleges, there has 
been auy prevaricating it las been on hia side, 
not on that of the Petitioners. As regards the 
Peak Drainaze. typhoid fever, previously un- 
known at the Peak. has followed the introcue- 
tion of the separats system thero. Auy of the 
medical signatories are prepare lto state that 
the present condition of ‘these drains is 
eminently calculated to promote the growth and 
distribution of the typhoid germs should they 
accidentally Had entrance thereiu. This equally 
applies elsewhere. Loud complaints of the 
stenches were mad: in ESS2, bat the stinking 
storm-water drains which it wa cla aed would 
prove a remady have consideraliy increased the 
Doisance. 

Mr. May on the subject of drains makes 
an adinission. He says :-— 

The statement contained inthe same paragraph 
that the contents of the storm-water drains are 
nearly as foul as those of the sewers is true, and 
the only remedy appears to be a more efficient 
method of removal of night-soil and the morte 
effective control of the hawking of vegetables, 
sugarycane and fruit in the streets, 

Mr. May, with his characteristic impetaosity, 
forzets one important point, and even Mr. 
Chatham is curiously reticient about it, namely 
that the Mr. Cooper of unenviable ranown 
claimed that his drains were eelf-cleansing. To 
expect d-sing to ba self-cleansing on some of 
the gradients made would b3 verging on the 
miraculous, aod if they were. as he alleged, 

he frequent attempts at 
cleansing with chains ? 

The so-called naw “self-Aaabing” draia ex- 
tending fromthe nallah at the north-east corner 
of tho garden of the Offie-rs’ Qaartora, Murray 
Barracks, is a case ia point. ‘This drain rans 
along: Quean’s Road East, Arsenal Street and 
Praya East, to Ship Strect. a distanea of about 
5.4 feet. It isa l2inch diameter pipo-drain, 
taking all the sewage of a very largely populated 
district, and has an inclination o’ onfy Lin sho! 
How the designer expects any liqaid of any 
kind, let alone thick and practically undilated 
sewage, 10 flow at all ona flat “gradiont “ no 
one except himsslf is able to realise, Pew 
sewers at home aro laid at a flatter gradient 
than 1 in 100, excepting large main sewers 
which convey ao good volume of liquid 
sewage.

Mr. Chatham concludes: “ From 1883 to 
TSXS a sun of 8485,000 was expendol uader the 
heading of “Sanitary Works.” He omits to 
mention that this expanse was chiefly incurred 
through Mr. Pries laying down brick dfains 
vad pulling them up again in 1888 for pipe drains. 
The total expenditure by the Government 
andor the heading of Deniuage Sewerage Work 
from 1889 to 1900 has been $542,869. 'l'his isan 
average af $49,351 a year—does Mr. Chatham 
think this excoasive for a colony such as oura 
with its continual extensions of residential 
quarters ? 

Mr. Chatham next allades to Markets, and he 
refers to the Central Market as a monument 
to official enterprise and onorgy. It isa fine 
building—though a few windows have beon for. 
gotten —and they have not only one but several 
equal to it both in Singapore and Shanghai. 
The Central Market here is most remunerative, 
and we need not one only but half-a-dozon 
in place of the few miserable little squalid 
dens in othor parts of the colony. \ir. Chatham 
omits to refer to the amonnt of pressure it took 
to move tho Goveroment to provid? suitable 
markets adapted to tho needs of this rapidly. 
increasing community. _ 

The Colonial Veterinary Surgeon in his 
report for 1889 gives some striking facts, 
especially in tho matter of dates aud incomes. 
He raid : — “

We would point out that in comparatively few 
cities are public baths provided. In many, as in 
Shanghai for example, they are provided by 
priate enterprise. It is true that Public Bath- 

ouses have not been built here till the current 
year, when they were undertaken on the Governor’s 
own initiative. 

The class of public bath indicated by Mr. 
Chadwick existed in Manila in the Spanish 
days. It is valuable information to Inarn that 
baths for snch purposes are provided by private 
enterprise in Shanghai, and I am sure the 
Committee of the Shanghai Swimming Clab 
will appreciate tho reference. There is one small 
swimming bath at Shanghai owned by a club of 
necessarily small membership he baths 
recommended here—and only initiated last 
year in the form’ of matahed erections— 
were not oxactly swimming baths, and were 
instituted to seo if the grimy unwashed 
coal and  cargo-coolies would use them 
after their day's labour. No public bathing

OFFICIALS AND GAMBLING. 

A recent resolution of tho Senate called forth 
a storm of righteous indignation from the rank 
and file of the municipal subordinate officers. 
Tho motion was brought forward by Mr. Edwards 
Marques and reads as follows :— 

“That all municipal officers, of whatever class 
belonging, shall Le prohibited from frequenting 
the fantan gambling honses, under penalty of 
reprimand for the firat offence, snapension from 
office for the second, and dismissal for the third.” 

The motion, being supported hy the entire 
body of the Senators present at the meeting, 
with the singlo exesption of the Prosident, was 
duly persed, The President, in opposing the 


| resolution tooth and nail, delivered an excollent 


gpeech, the substance of which should bo noted. | 
In the cfuyse of his remarks he said, whatover | 
the expefliéncy or the good intentions of the 
mover of \the resolutiou in urging its adoption, 
he felt ic his duty to strenuously oppose o 
measure which, if euacted, would hava the effect 
of restrictinz the individual liberty of the sub- 
ject. True that the enactment would affect 
only a small number of persona ag represented 
by the body of the officers in the municipal 
service, but he felt it none the keas imperative 
to seo that no law should be onacted--if only 
depart mental — whos result would enslave the 
libarty which every cilizen, in common with | 
his fellow-subjects, lias the inalienable right 
to enjoy. ‘The resolution they were c usidering 
would have this effect. Moreover, the restriction | 
is wholly inconsistent with the legislation ¢f the ! 
colony. Gambling is not only tolerated, but is; 
actually legalised by the laws of tlhe country. If | 
would also be unfair to the gambling farmer, since | 
it would constitute an infringement of the privi- | 
leges for which ha pays a large sum yearly. 
The constitutional laws are explicit in that no 
olice, municipal, or Government regulations 
can be framed with the intention of inflicting 
punishments not specitically provided by Jaw - 
(Art. 486 of the Penal Code).

“Native traders maintain that the absence of 
banks which would advance on a jurk's cargo so 
soon as she reaches port miltates strongly 
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against Macao's trade. On the othor hand, at 
ongmun such facilities already exist. There, 
as goon as a junk arrives, banks are ready to 
make advances against the cargo, which enable 
the consignees to expedite tho vessel, discharge 
and to at-once purchass return cargo, with the 
result that a larger number of voyages can be 
made in the year and capital turned over more 
frequently. In conzeqnence, a larger portion 
of the Wet Crest trado tends cach year 
to abandof Matéao in favonr of Kengmun. 
Macao's future prospect is. therefore, not just 
now a bright one. First and foremost, if 
Macao is (o remain a port of any importauce 
whatever, if is necessary that Portugal wake 
up from her prosent lethargy of indifference. 
and permit her colony to undertake the dredging 
of the approaches to the port. The next most 
important step would appear to be the establish- 
ment of a bonded warehouse, in which goods 
could be placed on arrival under the charge of 
respousib’e persons, so that the Banks might 
be iaduced to ;mako on, them the advances 
necessary to expadite the movement of shipping. 
; The aggregate of these advances would 
amount to so large a sum and the security be 
of so high a class that a foreign Bank would. 
probably soon reco isa the advisability of 
datablishinge {a branch in Macao, and, as it 
would he content with a lower rate of interest 
than is demanded by native banks doing similar 
business at Kongmun and elsewhere, the advan- 
tages Macdo would onjoy as u commercial centr 
would be yet further increased.” .

FOREIGN MERCHANTS ASK FOR CONSULS’ 
INTERVENTION. 

As indicated in my last communication, 
unless the provincial authorities intorvene local 
trade may ha severely affected by tho fact that, 
owing to the supiseness ond partly to the 
powerlessness of the Chinese officials, clan 
fights are sfill in progress, and hence raral 
commerce is almost at a standstill. Tho port 
of Swatow itself is morely a distribating contre 
which forwards to and receives from the 


‘adjacent. districts and the interior a'l its goods. 


The forsign honys, who now are beginning 
to perceive the harm dong hy tho disturbdd state 
of the sarroanding country, have addrosiod ao 
petition to the German Consal, a+ doyon of 
the consular body, asking hito to protest to the 
Viceroy of this provinces at Canton against the 
hostilities carried on round here. It is hoped 
that the Consul’s protest will have the dpsired 
effect. 

NATIVE CHRISTIANS TO THE FORK AGAIN, 

I am informed that the elders of the various 
clans now engaged in strife tried the other 
day to settlo oxisting disputes and to com- 
pensato thoso who suffered essontia! mone- 
tary losaca, but thoir efforts woro rendered 
fatilo owing to the native Roman Catholio 
Christians dentaniliag more than thoir just 
claims. It appears that sume of tho officials 
also attompted to bring matters (o a sottlement, 
but their good intentions were of no avail, the 
Romanist converts proving stubborn in resist- 
iug all their arrangoments. 

A DROWNING FATALITY.

It will not be reasonably 
opposed on the ground that racial purity should

NATIVE HOSTILITY TO CHINESE. 

Although there is perhaps little danger that 
Chinese labour will be imported, the outlook 
points to an agitation in the not distant future 
in favour of changes in the law which will admit 
such labour, at least under temporary arrange- 
ment. Such native expression as has been 
heard upon this subject opposes utterly tho ad- 
mission of Chinese upon any pretext or for any 
purpose whatever.

Those from whom they bought 
received almost as little consideration. Whole- 
salers have always had to allow io their 
calculations for failares among merchants. 
Chinese make no halfway work in this 
line, When bag assets ran as high as 
ten per cent., wholesalers count themselves 
lucky. Bankrupts have not always waited for 
inventories to be figured out. That process and 
its results being of interest to others. rather 
than to themselves, they have frequently 
reached the China coast before its' completion, 
and eometimes before creditors became aware 
that it would be n . No means of 
identification or police methods were discovered 
to prevent hasty departures, or to detain, overhaul 
or extradite (' who chose to round out 
their fortunes and terminate their foreign re- 
sidence in this way.

THE ARGUMENTS FOR THE CHINESE’ 

It has been urged on behalf of Chinese labour 
that the argument for exclusion which brought 
about the ge of the United States law 
cannot hold here, because of the radically dif- 
fering conditions in tte two places. In one 
case unrestricted immigration menaced and 
threatened to undermine energetic labour; in 
the other, since labour has not acquired a 
dignity of its own, but has always been un- 
willing and indolent, it deserves no considers- 
tion. Conditions in Singapore are cited to 
show what might happen in the Philippines 
were immigration unrestricted. There the 
Chinese sre among the most substantial 
residents and among the most highly ; 
Of course only experience can furnish adequate 
material for judgment in such a matter, and 
one of the pussies of the situation here is 
that in spite of all that ma be seen and 
heard against the Chinese, individuals of that 
race may be met in almost every section who 
have #0 fitted themselves into the social snd 
commercial life of the islands as to have 
‘become as much a part of that life and as

Efforts in other years directed to that 
end proved futile, perhaps because of slack 
administration, or perhaps it did not not suit 
the corrupting and selfish plans of the officials 
ate eed native prejudices. A contract system 
been proposed whereby immigants may come 
in by cargoes for specific purposes, contractors 
furnishing bonds for their de'ivery or return on 
demand. Since any such arrangement would 
virtually adopt for the islands the contract labour 
system, those who are to direct government 
would have to consider ‘it not only with 
reference to existing conditions and in view of 
the native hostility to Chinese immigration, 
‘but also mindful of the possible political 
development of the islands and of the prospect 
that the time may not be distant when the 
Constitution will follow the flag far enough at 
least to make the same labour laws applicable to 
the United States and the Philippines. 

In spite of appearances it would be a rash 
conclusion that Filipinos may not become 
equal to furnishing the labour of tho islands. 
As a matter of experience they have found 
themselves forced to do the drudgery when 
Chinese who came here for that purpose stepped 
out from the coolie class and.Jeft no substitutes 
to take up the tasks thus abandoned. Immigra- 
tion laws heretofore have been such as to 
encourage native indolence, for the Chinese 
labour supply has never gone long without 
replenishment. It would seem that the lesson 
which conditions have taught should now be 
well learned. The widespread hostility to the 
Chinese certainly shows that it has not been 
lost. Just now the native m‘nd is optimistic. 
It believes that new conditions of government 
will bring prosperity, in which labour will share 
The prospect of getting better returns for work 
than was formerly possible is thus held ont as 
an incentive to make such returns contribute 
to the welfare and comfort of those who are or 
will be fully indextified with the islands, and 
own no allegiance except to the flag that flies 
over them. 

A DIVISION OF TRADES. 

It will not be confessed that trouble hereto- 
fore has been because natives could not work. 
When immigration had official backing and 
the returns of labour fell to the Chinese levy 
feeling prevailed that the combination was 
atrong to make it worth while to fight it. So 
discontent found vent in hatred, with murder 
asa frequent incident. Occasionally commu- 
nities united to keep out the Chinese, and 
succeeded. The pueblo of Taal, in Batangas 
Province, furnishes a case in point. All 
industry and business there are in native hands, 
much to the satisfaction of the people. This 
was accomplished at the cost of Chinese lives, 


but now one of that race would as soon think |- 


of going voluntarily to Taal as to the heads- 
man. Custom at this port has left in native 
hands the work of loading and discharging 
ships, than which there is no heavier work in 
the islands. Only natives may driv3 passenger 
vehicles in Manila, showing again what persist- 
ence in custom may do. On the other hand, 
Chinese generally are the carpenters, the boiler- 
kers, the mechanics and the small tradesmen. 
Wapther or not they are superior servants, 
they seem to be preferred as cooks. The army 
has found them faithful, submissive and fearless 
"as litter bearers, when natives could not be 

trusted for that work. 

WHAT REMAINS TO BE SEEN. 

This presents both sides of an agitation that 
is already exciting wide interest, and which 
threatens to increase as plans mature for the 
development of the islands. There can be no 
use in figuring in this connection fcr present 
) upon reformatory methods that will 
te & to Chinese habits or aspirations. No in- 
finences yet operative can be ex to make 
of the Chinese either Americans or Filipinos in 
tho or action.

THE FUTURE OF THE COLONY 

has been a matter for much discussion of late. 
A few days ago a telegram from London, the 
result, it is said, of a recent Cabinet meeting, 
put a stop to all work on the fortifications. 
According to native rumour the colony is to 
be handed over to Germany ! 

The real reason for the suspension of military 
works on Liukungtao is in all probability 
connected with the recent ecanoeal to hand 
over the smaller coaling stations to the Ad- 
miralty. The final decision on the question is 
reserved for the next meeting of the Cabinet. 

Present indications are that the island will 
be used entirely for naval pu . The 
Commissioner will move over to the mainland. 
With him will go the military and civil head- 
quarters, and the centre of gravity of our civil 
and governmental life will be in or near Mahto, 
to the north of the harbour. 

THE NAVAL THEORY 

appears to favour the idea of using this port as 
a sanitarium and a supply-base where ships may 
jrovision and take in water, but to have it 
absolutely unfortified. Up till now, £20,000 
and more has been spent on four forts and the 
roads, etc.. ‘connected with them. If the 
Admiralty assumes control, all this money will 
have been spent in vain—interesting news for 
the long-suffering British taxpayer! 

In case of war it is argued that the flect 
should not remain locked up in port, but would 
cruise outxide. To fortify adeqnitely would 


would only prove an additional source of 
weakness. Where experts differ, it is useless 
for the civilian to attempt to enter the field of 
discussion. This sndden change seems to batra 
an astonishing lack of unity of purpose. Is 
it another indication—if indication were want- 
ing—that the {wo services do not and will not 
pull together ? 

If the decision of the Cabinet favours naval 
control of the island, military and civil 
headquarters might be moved to Mahto as early 
as this autumn—a good thing for some people! 
It is even reported that Queen's Hotel may be 
taken over after the season for the Commis- 
sioner's residence and for Government offices.—

may come, ruin and starvation await hundreds 
of farmers. The Corean Gorernment has bought 
up all the rice in the stores and godowus of any 
size, and come what will something akin to 
famine must overtake the Coreans winter.

Sir,—I notice that the Hon. F. H. May, in 
a rpeech before the Sanitary Board, re quarters 
for sanitary inspectors, said :—" It is not every 
inspector who is married”; and again, “there was 
a certain class of women recognised as ineligible 
to live in married quarters.”

| women, of whom eight or nine are married to 


Sanitary Inspectors. We may expect the Hon. 
gentleman to presently declare the Portuguese 
inelegible to live. Can he allege that theeo 
marriages are either illegal or immoral? 
Everyone must know that there are not 
‘sufficient English women in the colony for 
| subordinate officers to marry Englishwomen 
exclusively: and for an Englishman to settle 
in the ,colony with a reasonable likelihood of 
keeping in good health they cannot do better 
than marry a Portuguese if thoy have an 
opportunity. 

Does the Hoo. gentleman wish to carry the 
‘methods of his own departments into other 
| branches of the Colonial service? I know for 
‘a fact that a warder in the gaol, married to a 
.daughter of a Government servant who was 
‘yilled in the execution of his duty, has been 
told he is ineligible to ocoupy the newly erected 
married quarters for eal officers because his 
| wife is « Vortaguess| nor does he receive any 
allowance in lieu thereof. 

I venture to state, having « considerable 
acquaintance with Portaguese wives, that they 
make wives second to none ; and if ourc Govern- 
ment desire a healthy settled race of British 
subjects in the colony, they could not do better 
than encourage sud ons; as when an 
Englishman marries a Portugueso woman 
they generally settle down in the colony ; 
and roduce children more likely to develop 
into ‘healthy men and women obildren 
born of parents both British. Also a man

Further I would point oat that the Colonial 
Government offer no encoursgement to officers 
to from England; or if married to 
bring their wires ont.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Owing to the death of H. I. M. Empress 
Frederick of Germany, all officers and warrant 
officers of the Garrison will wear mourning for 
six weeks from the 6th inst. The order, of 
course, extends to the Volunteer Corps. 

The auction of landed property at Yaumati, 
held by Messra. Hughes and Hough, proved a 
failure. A large crowd of Chinese gathered 
about, bat no purchasers. There were six lots 
to be sold. The auction started with Lot 6, 
at an offvet bid of $1,500 and the bidding rose to 
83,000, when the lot was withdrawn. Lot 5 
fared even worse: it was atarted at 8',000 and 
had to ba withdrawn et $2,200. 


Only three cas3s of plague (Chinese) and 
four deaths (Chinese) were reported in‘the 
colony since noon on the 10th inst. The 
lad Stavers, taken from Pedder's Hill, has 
been found not to bo saffering from pagns 
after all, bat from malarial fever, and was 
removed on Friday from the Kenatdytowao 
Plague Hospital to the Qoverument Civil 
Hospital, whore he is doing well.
